DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 11/24/2009. 
Independent claims 22, 24 and 26 have been amended by including the limitation that 
made independent claim 28 allowable in the previous ofTice action. Claims 24 and 26 
are further amended to overcome the 35 USC 112 Second Paragraph rejections. Also, 
the specification has been amended to include, in paragraph 0001 , a reference to the 
co-pending application 10/636,432 that issued as patent 7,315,538 B2 on 01/01/2008. 
The applicants have also filed a Terminal Disclaimer in reference to the issued patent 
7,315,538 B2. The filed terminal disclaimer has been approved, overcoming the non- 
statutory obviousness-type double-patenting rejection for claims 2-5, 7-12, and 14-28. 
Thus, all rejections for amended claims 2-5, 7-12, 14-22, 24, 26 and 28 have been 
overcome, making these claims allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-5, 7-12, 14-22, 24, 26 and 28 are allowable. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Consider independent claims 22, 24, 26 and 28. The best prior art found 
during the examination of the present application, Saussy (U.S. Patent Publication # 
5,936,963) in view of Bareis (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2008/0310436 
A1), fail to specifically disclose the limitation of simultaneously aggregating 
communication data both at a first subscriber's location and at an Ethernet network. 
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thereby providing increased bandwidtli to a subscriber in botli tlie upload and the 
download direction simultaneously, while still maintaining asymmetry. 

Since all the disclosed features of independent claims 22, 24, 26 and 28 are not 
disclosed by any of the best available prior art, either alone or in any combination, the 
examiner considers claims 22, 24, 26 and 28 to be novel and non-obvious and 
therefore allowable. Dependent claims 2-5, 7-12 and 14-21 are also allowable 
because they inherit the same limitations from their respective independent claims that 
made those independent claims allowable.
